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Report  of  the  Board  of  Health. 


The  number  of  cases  of  contagious  diseases  reported  to 
the  Board  of  Health  for  the  year  of  1897  was  73,  namely : 
diphtheria,  64;  typhoid  fever,  6 ;  measles,  3.  The  number 
of  deaths  from  these  diseases  was  7;  namely,  diphtheria,  6; 
typhoid  fever,  1. 

There  have  been  a  few  more  cases  of  diphtheria  during 
the  past  year  than  on  some  previous  years,  but  generally  it 
has  been  of  a  mild  type,  however ;  and  the  small  death  rate 
from  this  disease  is  no  doubt  due  to  the  new  remedy,  anti- 
toxine,  which  the  physicians  have  so  generally  used  in  their 
treatment  of  this  disease,  which  is  worthy  of  favorable 
notice.  All  other  contagious  diseases  have  appeared  with 
less  frequency  during  the  past  year  than  for  several  years 
past,  and  the  board  desires  to  express  their  thanks  to  the 
physicians  for  the  prompt  manner  in  which  they  have  re- 
ported cases  of  contagious  diseases. 

There  is  one  matter  that  the  board  wishes  to  call  the 
attention  of  the  people  to,  and  that  is,  that  we  think  that 
the  spreading  of  contagious  diseases  is  often  due  to  the 
thoughtless  intermingling  of  members  of  afflicted  households 
with  other  families.  Now  you  are  well  aware  that  conta- 
gious diseases  are  equally  to  be  abhorred  by  all  classes  of 
citizens,  therefore  every  individual  in  the  community  should 
endeavor  to  co-operate  with  this  board  in  carrying  out  all! 
measures  having  for  their  object  the  preservation  of  the 
public  health. 

As  regards  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  town,  we  con 
sider  it  in  a  very  good  condition.    There  have  been  but  very 
few  complaints  made  to  the  board  in  regard  to  nuisances  of 
any  kind  during  the  year ;  but  in  each  and  every  case  when*

a  complaint  has  been  made  the  same  has  been  investigated 

without  delay,  and  if  a  nuisance  was  found  to  exist  the 

same  was  ordered  abated,  and  in  no  case  was  our  orders 

disregarded  in  this  respect. 

In  closing  this  report  we  desire  to  congratulate  the  town 

upon  the  general  good  health  which  has  prevailed  during 

the  past  year,  and  promise  that  every  precaution  shall  be 

used  for  its  continuance.

Gentlemen  : 
Following  is  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Engineers  of  the 
Fire  Department  for  the  year  ending  Jan.  1,  1898.

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We  have  erected  a  building  in  the  rear  of  the  Red  Men's 
building  at  a  cost  of  $45.63  and  placed  therein  a  hose 
carriage  equipped  and  ready  for  business,  aud  we  would 
suggest  that  a  similar  one  be  erected  somewhere  in  the 
south  part  of  the  town. 

At  the  meeting  in  September  it  was  discovered  that  the 
smoke  tubes  in  the  steamer  were  leaking  badly,  and  upon 
examination  we  found  that  several  had  holes  in  them  and 
nearly  all  the  others  were  defective.  We  could  have  replaced 
the  leaky  ones  and  allowed  the  others  to  stand,  but  as  it 
would  only  be  a  short  time  when  they  also  would  leak  we 
decided  that  it  would  be  in  the  interest  of  economy  to  put 
in  a  complete  new  set,  which  we  did  at  a  cost  of  $149.41. 
The  steamer  now  is  as  good  as  new,  and  if  nothing  but  soft 
water  is  allowed  to  stand  in  the  boiler  the  tubes  will  last 
several  years. 

The  approach  to  the  Neptune  house  is  worn  out  and 
will  have  to  be 'rebuilt,  and  we  would  suggest  that  it  be 
filled  in  and  concreted.  The  cost  of  so  doing  will  be  about 
$50  and  will  last  a  great  many  years. 

We  would  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $1500  be  raised 
and  appropriated  to  run  the  department  the  ensuing  year. 

We  desire  to    extend  thanks  to   the  members  of  the 

department  for  their  willing  and    obedient  response  to  all 

calls  and  to  those  not  of  the  department  who  have  rendered 

valuable  and  timely  assistance  on  several  occasions.

SCHOOL      REPORT  J 


Althougk  it  has  been  said  that  "Progress  iu  the  nineteenth  ean- 
tury  is  found  to  consist  in  a  return  to  ancient  ideas",  tne  eornmitt<»» 
[n  a  careful  review  of  the  past  year,  find  no  retrograde  movement 
in  our  school  work.  Whll»  we  do  not  find  that  absolutely  "odd 
thing's  havw  passod  away  and  all  things  become  new",  we  do 
find  that  a  substantial  gain  has  been  made  in  many  directions.  We 
can  bat  state,  however,  the  line  of  effort  and  the  methods  employed 
in  our  educational  endeavor;  the  real  results  can  be  learned  only 
as  the  school  boy  of  today  becomes  the  active,  thinking,  working 
and  governing  citizen  of  the  future,  and  illustrates  by  his  own  da 
feats  or  victorier  the  true  value  of  his  intellectual  equipment  for 
the  practical  work  of  life.  To  train  the  children  of  today  for  Ibe 
future  service  of  the  nation  is  the  teacher's  mission  ;  and  lessons, 
uot  alone  iu  ^oi«nce  and  language,  in  physios  and  mathematics, 
but  also  in  the  principles  of  truth  and  order,  of  honor  and  patriot 
ism,  must  be  inculcated.  U-ood  schools  will  produce  good  citizens, 
and  the  grand  gospel  of  education  which  everywhere  Is  being 
preached  today,  is  i  he  training  of  the  individual  pupil  for  the  de 
vslopment  of    ail   :iis   powers,  physical,  mental  and  moral,  whos« 
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results  can   ueilher  be  represented  by  figures  nor  reckoned  iu  psr 
cents. 

The  plan  of  instruction  and  gradation  inaugurated  nearly  two 
years  ago,  which  has  for  its  aim  the  systematic  development  of  the 
individual  pupil,  lias  been  followed  with  encouraging  success.  The 
order  of  gradation  may  not  as  yet  h  perfect,  but  it  presents  a  har- 
monious sequence,  and  a  uatural  order  of  teaching  in  accordance 
with  established  psychological  principles.  Although  we  are  told 
that  "it  is  more  proti table  to  reckon  up  our  defects  than  to  boast  of 
our  attainments1',  the  committee  take  pleasure  In  stating  that  the 
classes  promoted  iu  September,  the  first  to  be  advanced  under  the 
new  system,  were  also  the  best  equipped  of  aoy  that  ever  have 
**one  frouj  a  lower  to  a   higher  grade 

TBACHEA8. 

Our   corps  of  teachers  iucludes  many  who  have  served  the  town 
iuug  and  wall.    Three  new  names  will  be  found  upon  the  roiL    Miss 
Bertha   A.  Crocker  of  Salem  was  elected  to  the  position  of  second 
assistant  in    the  HM<rh  School,  made   vacant  by  the  resignation  of 
Mlsf  Remick.     Miss  r*UMe  L.  Kimball  succeeded  Miss  Archer  at  the 
Village*  the  latter  having  resigned,  — (alter  beiutc  reelected),— to 
pursue   her  own    studi  m.     Miss  Edith  F.  Perley  was  elected  to  the 
Willowdale  School.     All  have  proved  acceptable  teachers.     A  oom 
mon  iuter^st  has  seemed   to  animate  the  majority  ot  our  teachers 
Co  make    the   schools   of  Ipswich  second  to  none  In  point  of  exeel 
lenoe.     Hy  visits   to   progressive  schools   in  other  towns  they  have 
brought   themselves   more   In   touch    with   the  best    thoughts  and 
methods   of    prominent    educator*.      Ne*     and    modern    methods 
havs  been    studied,   the  beat   In  them  winnowed  out  and  adoptea 
into  daily  use  by  the    more    progressive  of  our  teaeters-,  but  how  to 
Lead  the  whole  corps  to  Jo  this  and  to  discard  their  old  hap-hasard 
ways,  is  a  problem  yet  unsolved. 

DISCIPLINE. 

Discipline    does  not  mean   the  keeping  of  good  order  alone,  but 
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includes?  the  geueral  toue  and  spirit  of  the  school.  With  a  few  ex 
ceptions  this  has  been  of  an  excellent  character,  and  the  majority 
of  the  teachers  possess  the  strong  will-power,  impressive  personality 
and  keen  seu?*e  of  justice  necessary  to  good  government.  One  of 
the  greatest  barrier*  to  good  discipline  is  the  disposition  to  talk  to-u 
much.  To  constantly  threaten  punishment  lor  the  repetition  ol  an 
offence  is  far  le«w  effective  than  to  visit  each  infraction  of  rule  by 
such  a  surprise  as  the  natnre  of  the  offence  may  warrant,  "Pay  as 
you  go"  is  as  good  a  maxim  in  the  schoolroom  as  elsewhere.  Sar- 
casiu,  scolding  and  'snappish  ness"  are  elements  of  weakness  in  any 
teaeh-er  and  we  are  glad  to  say  seldom  employed  in  our  schools 
V*ry  few  instance!  of  corporal  punishment  have  occurred  during 
the  year,  the  teachers  wisely  preferring  to  spoil  the  rod  and  spar* 
the  child. 

PROMOTIONS. 
While  the  committee  recognize  fully  the  admirable  results  of  tha 
graded  system,  they  Hod  it   impossible  that  all  the  pupils  in  a  class 
can  advance  uniformly.       There  will  always  be  found  scholars  who 
sre  capable  of  goln«r  on  much  more  rapidly  than  the  average  child 
in  the  elass.    Consequently,  uniformity—,  which    has   been  ealiea 
lktbe  demon  of  the  graded   system*'-   mun   be   revised  by  common 
sense,  and   some   provision  must   be  made  for  the  advancement  of 
the  more  apt  pupii*  without  regard  to  the  ademon".     In  accordance 
with   this   idea    the  committee  has  inaugurated  a  plan  of  mid-year 
promotion,   the    test  work  and  daily  work  of  the  pupils  being  made 
the  ba*ls  ot  such  promotion.    Thirty-eight  scholars  were  advanced 
at  the  beginning  of  the  January  term.  It  is  perhaps  a  little  early  to 
judge  of  its  success  or  wisdom,  but  thus  tar  it  has  worked  well  and 
the  committee    believe  it  will  be  both   beneficial  to  the  individual 
promoted,  and  an   incentive  to   increased   application  to  the  class 
from  which  he  is  removed.    It  will  serve  to  bring  out  the  individu 
aJity  of  the  scholar  and  make  him  more  self  dependent;  he  will  ad 
vance  by  his  own   personal  effort  and  not  be  pushed  along  tb*  up 
grade  by  the   momentum  of  nis  class.    This,  it  is  hoped,  by  stimu 
iating  to  better  work   will  give  fuller  schools  in  the  higher  grades. 
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INCIDENTAL  TEACHING. 
The   erowth   in  good    manners,  especially   among-  the    younger 
children, is  especially  noticeable  upon  th6  street,     where  the  boys 
of  the  primary  schools  lift   the    hat  a  -ily  and  j^reet  one  as  po- 

litely u--  if  it  were  the  most  natural  thing  to  do.  To  be  sure  this  is 
not  true  of  a!!  children,  for  good  seed  does  not  always  bear  fruit 
even  in  the  soil  of  the  "grown-up  individual,  but  it  shows  the  gen- 
eral trend  of  instruction  iu  the  amenities  of  life.  None  the  less 
are  lessons  Iu  good  morals  instilled,  not  only  by  precept  and  disci- 
pline but  we  believe,  by  tiiat  most  potent  of  all  instructors,  exam- 
pie 
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The  erroneous  idea  which  formerly  prevailed,  that  any   one   who 

I  passably  well  .nod  could  say  rhe  multiplication  table  back 
wards,  wai     apable   of  rimars    school,  has  fortunately 

passed  into  oblivion  with  the  old  methods  of  teaching  children  to 
read  by  the  "ancient  «od  honorable"  alphabetic  system.  Certain 
requisites  for  a  primary  teacher  are  as  rigidly  insisted  upon  today 
as  are  those  for  a  High  School  principal  Indeed  it  would  be  better 
to  have  incompetency  in  the  higher  branches  than  in  the  fundamen 
tais.  As  a  whole  we  have  in  these  schools  a  eorph  of  teachers 
second  to  none  in  average  ability  and  in  some  oases  of  exceptional 
excellence.    The  assimilating  the  three    hundred    and  more 

children  who  enter  these  schools,  is  not  an  easy  one,   aud    yet  upon 
the   primary    tea  -k    depends  -in  great  measure  the  whole 

success  of  future  instructioi  e  starting  right  is  of  immense  im 

portance  and  this  fact  our  teacners,  as  a  rule,  have  fully  recognized 
during  the  past  year. 
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With  the  exception  of  the  Payne  school,  no  room  in  this  grade 
has  been  overcrowded  and  consequently,  better  sanitary  condition* 
and  better  work  on  the  part  of  the  pupils  have  been  made  possible. 
Both  teachers  and  pupils  take  a  noticeable  pride  and  interest  in 
making-  their  surroundings  agreeable.  The  only  interruption  in  the 
regular  routine  of  work  has  been  at  the  Payne  school,  In  Novem- 
ber Miss  Willcomb  was  transferred,  temporarily,  to  the  fourth 
grade  ir  the  Winthrop  building-,  from  which  Miss  Adams  also  hud 
received  temporary  promotion.  Miss  Sullivan  was  transferred 
with  a  portion  of  her  scholars  to  Miss  Willcomb's  room,  and  Mis* 
Grace  E,  Smith  given  entires  charge  of  the  remaining  pupils,  num- 
bering nearly  sixty.  Especial  commendation  is  due  Miss  Sullivan. 
and  her  assistant  foi  the  readiness  with  which  they  assumed  the 
increased  work  and  added  responsibility,  and  for  the  faithful  man- 
ner in  which  they  have  performed  their  duties. 

There  has  been  a  very  perceptible  improvement  in  reading-;  a 
greater  degree  of  selr'-deperidtuice  and  more  natural  expression  is 
noticeable.  Number  work  has  received  a  considerable  impetus 
aod  oral  lessons  in  language,  and  geography  have  beeu  profitable. 
The  principle  of  doing  well  whatever  is  worth  doing  at  ail  has  been 
taught  and  acted  upon.  In  addition  to  'he  classes  promoted  from 
these  schools  in  September,  sixteen  pupils  were  advanced  in  Jan- 
uary,

This  building  which  has  now  beeu    occupied    nearly     two  years 
may  be  considered  as  a   special    contribution    to   good  scholarship 
and,  in  the  end,  to  good   citizenship.    The  general    excellence    and 
improvement  which  was  evident  at  the  Visiting-  Day  in   Jane,    and 
the  attainments  of  the  class  promoted  to   the    Manning    Grammar 
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School,  speak   for    themselves   of  the  work   which    is  being   done 
under  the  vigorous  and    tactful   management  of    Miss  Smith   and 
her  assistants.    The  beauty  and  convenience  ot    the   building   has 
been  a  factor  in  stimulating  the  children  to  greater  orderliness  and 
pride  in  their  schoolroom.  They   have   become    interested   in    the 
adornment  of  their  building  and  uiue   new    pictures,   all   good  sub 
Jeots,  have  been   hung  upon  their  walls  during  the  past  year.     They 
were  purchased  with  money,  earned  or  saved  by  the  pupils  with  the 
exception  of  one   dollur.        Two  more,    copies    of   Gilbert    8tuart*s 
George  and  Martha  Washington,  have  been  provided  by  the  school 
committee  and  will  soon  be  hung,    No  one  will  dispute    the  educa 
tional  agency  of  these  decorations 

In  these  grades  the  pupil  makes  loug  strides  along  learning's 
road.  The  primary  work  is  reviewed  briefly  and  language*  history* 
nature  study,  composition,  and  letter  writing  are  taken  up,  while 
the  arithmetic,  spelling  aud  reading  are  still  continued.  Progress 
is  steady  and  rapid,  yet  marked  by  a.  distinctive  thoroughness 
The  only  matter  for  regret  during  the  year  has  been  the  Illness  and 
enforced  absence  of  the  principal.  Miss  Smith,  to  whose  executive 
ability  both  as  a  disciplinarian  and  an  instructor  is  due,  in  great 
measure,  the  success  of  the  school.  Wheu  an  indefinite  leave  of 
at :  noe  was  granted  to  Miss  Smitti,  Miss  Arthur  was  placed  In  the 
principal's  room,  a  similar  raising  up  of  the  ether  assistants  was 
made,  arid  with  scarcely  an  hour's  hiatus,  the  school  has  gone  on 
with  its  accustomed  good  work.  Seventeen  promotions  were  mada 
in  these  srrades  at  the  beginning  of  the  present  term.

Under  the  long-continued  leadership   of  Mr.   Horton    this  school 
has  made  the  steady  progress  wnioh  has  characterized  it  in  former 
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years,    No  changes  have  been  made  during  the  past  year  either  Id 
♦he  teachers  or  in  the  school  curriculum.      The  pupils   arriving  at 
this  stage  in  their  school-life  are  also  standing    upon    that  danger 
one  middle  ground   hetween    childhood   and   young  manhood   and 
womanhood.    The  influence  of  the  street  now  becomes  a   factor   in 
their  education  and  striven  for  mastery   with    ihat  of    school    and 
home     Here  then,  must  be  taught  lessons-  not  only  in  civil  govern- 
ment, but  also  in  self  government,fr>r  which  the  teacher  needs  broad 
culture,      innate       refinement       an        uplifting      influence       and 
large      endowment         Whether      th«      life      structure,       to      be 
raised      upon      the    foundation       lessors-     in     character    taught 
here,   shall    be    harmonious    or     otherwise,    depends     upon     the 
standard      held    up    for  the  imitation  of  the  pupil. 

For  many  boys  and  girls  the  School  life  ends  with  the  eomple 
tion  of  the  Grammar  Course,  but  during  the  past  year  there  has 
been  a  decided  improvement  in  t.hi*  respect.  Of  the  twenty -five 
pnpiis  graduated  in  June  twenty  are  attending  High  Schools 
either  in  this  or  other  towns;  one  has  entered  a  commercial  school, 
and  four  have  gone  to  work.  In  comparison  with  former  years 
and  with  other  schools  in  the  state,  this  is  a  flattering  showing,  and 
may  be  considered  complimentary  to  both  the  High  and  Grammar 
schools.  The  entering  class  from  the  Winthrop  school  was  the  best 
ever  promoted  to  the  eighth  grade.  If  classes  so  well  equipped  can  be 
assured  in  the  future,  there  is  no  reason  why  this  school  should 
not  advance  to  a  position  still  higher  than  that  already  attained. 
With  the  exception  of  the  fall  term  this  school  has  been  filled  to 
overflowing;  and  from  present  appearances  it  would  seem  that  this 
condition  must  become  a,  permanent  one. 

The  examinations  given  in  the  different  grades  of  this  school  are 
the  same  as  those  given  in  corresponding  grades  of  eity  schools. 
The  greater  part  of  these  papers  have  been  taken  from  Salem  and 
Gloucester  schools,  and  the  results  thus  far  obtained  have  been 
gratifying.  Many  of  our  pupils  have  taken  good  rank  in  other 
schools.  The  higher  branches  now  taught  in  some  of  our  more  pro- 
gressive city  schools  have,  as  yet,  no  place  here.  The  value  of 
these  tests  as  a  comparison  with  the  schools  of  other   town-    must 
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diminish,  therefore,  unless  thrre  is  an  expansion   of    the   Grammar 
Rchooi  ceurse  ber<=. 

Bpeeial  attention  baf.  he«>n  given  towards  broadening  the  pupils 
knowledge  of  good  literature  and  in  making  him  tolerably  familiar 
with  a  f«w  <»f  the  work»  of  our  standard  authors.  We  would  gag« 
gest  a  still  greater  diligence  in  this  lin«.  and  in  the  correct  use  ef 
English  in  writing  and  speaking,  even  if  a  small  part  of  the  time 
now  devoted  to  mathematics  Is  sacrificed.  A  course  of  Fridaj 
afteroon  lectures,  by  our  leading  citizens,  has  been  given  since  <he 
beginning  of  the  fall  term.  These  talks  have  been  of  great  benefit 
to  t-be  school,  not  only  on  aeoount  of  tbf  practical  knowledge  gain- 
ed, but  also  m  awakening  an  interest  in  matters  wholly  outbids 
of  the  school  curriculum.  These  I  ctures  are  given  at  throe  o'clock 
every  Friday  and  all  who  ;»r*  interested  are  cordially  invited. 

Th*  visiting  days  appointed  by  tbp  committee  have    not    been   *s 
will    attended    by    parents    and    friend*  as  they  should  have  been  ; 
but    tn«    attendance    at  the   graduating  exercises   has  been    very 
ifying. 

With  the  present  t<  rm  IVTr.  ilortnn  completes  twenty  consecutive 
vears  of  teaching  in  the  Grammar  School,  daring  which  he  baa 
ever  displayed  a  >  spirit,  a  tireless  devotion  te    hii   work

Quietly  and  without  any  'flourish  of  trumpets"  the  work  of  the 
High  School  go«»  on  under  the  firm,  but  gentle  leadership  of  Mr 
Marston  and  hi??  able  assistants,  Miss  Gardner  and  Miss  Crocker 
Of  the  two  fonner  there  is  little  need  to  speak ;  "by  their  fruit*' 
they  are  known  and  the  sequel  to  the  story  of  their  work  it  found 
in  the  steady  Improvement  of  their  pupils  Miss  Crocker  entered 
the  school  In  September,  fresh  from  college;  and  with  an  eager 
•mtbusiasm,  modest  demeanor  and  fine  equipment  for  her  work 
she  has  accomplished  g-ood  results,  and  ha*  established  a  reputa- 
tion as  «n  able,  dignified,  and  diligent  teacher. 

The  efficiency  of  our  High  School  course  received  hearty  sii 
dorsement  when,  In  September,  four  of  those  who  had  completed 
the  four  years' course  were  admitted  to  college  as  follows:  one  to 
Wellesley;  «>ne  to  Eituira;  one  to  RadclifYe;  and  one  to  Harvard  A 
more  earnest  purpose  seems  to  have  been  awakened  in  the  pupil* 
this  year  and,  although  there  are  still  some  who  lament  that  "Of 
making  many  books  there  is  no  -ml  and  much  study  i«  a  weariness 
of  the  fle».h.;:  the  majorit;  realize  that  education  means  something 
more  than  the  attainment  of  a  certain  per  cent,  and  a  diploma. 

The  class  entering  in  September  numbered  twenty-two.  Several 
of  them  have  decided  upon  the  four  yeurs1  course.  The  course  of 
study  remains  practically  unchanged.  A  Commercial  Course 
should  be  introduced  in  connection  with  the  English  course,  but  it 
would  necessitate  an  additional  teacher  for  shorthand  and  type- 
writing. Such  a  course  would  be  of  practical  value  to  those  of  our 
boys    and    girls   who   must  take    up  some  active  work  immediately 
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on  leaving  school,  and  who  now  must'seek  this  training  elsewhere* 
Additional  opportunities  and  advantages  for  work  in  the  scienti- 
fic course  have  been  furnished  by  the  Manning  Trustees    who   haves 
provided  new  apparatus  for  the  laboratory. 

Early  in  September  a  request,  approved  by  the  principal  of  the 
school,  was  presented  to  the  committee,  asking1  that  an  address  by 
some  well  known  educator  or  orator  may  be  substituted  at  the 
graduation  exercises  in  June,  1898,  for  the  usual  essays  and  recita- 
tions of  the  ?radu  iting  class.  The  committee  voted  to  put  the  plan 
into  experimental  operation  this  year,  leaving  the  question  of  its 
permanent  adoption  to  be  decided  after  the  trial  of  the  plan.  There 
are  several  advantages  to  be  claimed  for  the  new  order  of  exer- 
cises: preperation  for  graduation  need  no  longer  interfere  with  the 
regular  school  work;  it  will  save  the  pupils  the  expense  (it  is  hoped' 
of  an  elaborate  toilet  and  the  nervous  strain  attendant  upon  a  first 
appearance  before  a  Urge  audience,  The  committee  recommend 
the  following  programme:  Salutatory  by  a  Senior;  .Address  to  the 
Graduates,  by  the  Rev.  D.  O.  Mears  of  Albany,  N.  Y.;  Valedictory 
by  a  Senior;  Response  for  the  School  by  a  Sub-senioi  ;  Presenta- 
tion of  Diplomas  by  Chairman  of  the  school  committee;  Singing 
of  Class  Ode;  the  exercises  to  !>e  interspersed  with  singing  under 
the  direction  of  the  Music  Teacher,  and  the  honors  to  be  awarded 
by  merit.  Dr.  Mears  of  Albany  has  kindly  accepted  the  invitation 
of  the  school  committee  to  deliver  the  address  upon  June  30, 1898. 

The  increased  ottendance  of  this  school  is  very  gratifying  to  the 
committee  who  feel  that  only  by  giving  of  the  best  to  posterity  can 
we  pay  the  debt  to  our  ancestry  who  left  to  us  the  rich  heritage  of 
the  public  schools.

The  development  of  this  branch  of  study,  which  is  now  required 
in  the  entire  course  from  Primary  to  High  Bchool,  has  been  quiet, 
but  constant  and    sure.     It  is  remarkable  that  with  *o  limited  an 
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amount  of  time  devoted  to  the  work, so  much  has  been  accom- 
plished- A  large  share  of  this  proficiency  must  be  attributed  to 
the  enthusiastic  work  of  the  regular  teachers  and  to  the  improved 
system  of  grading. 

The  work  the   Primary  grades   has  been  of  a  peculiarly  satisfac 
tory  nature,     j  he  ease  with   which   some  of  the  youngest  children 
read  music,  their  knowledge  of  the  rules  and  their  ability  to  write 
little  scores,  would  do  credit  to  pupils  of  a  much  higher  grade.  The 
singing  of  the  Grammar  school  pupils,  at  the  graduating  exercises 
in  June,  proved  the  good  results  of  the  work  in  t  hat  grade;  and  the 
music  in  the  High  School  has  been  pronounced  by  competent  orit 
ius  to  equal,  and  in  some  respects  to  excel,  that  of   the  schools  in 
many  of  our  larger   towns  and  cities.    In  the  High,  Grammar  and 
upper  Primary  rooms,  a    lesson    is    given  each  week;  in  the  lower 
Primaries,  once  in  two  weeks.

REPORT  OF  DRAWING  TEACHER, 

TO  THE  8ECKETARY  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE. 

On©  can  truthfully  say  that  no  subject  taught  in  our  public 
schools  has  made  such  strides  as  has  that  of  drawing,  during  the 
past  four  years.  Today,  the  drawing  teacher  has  other  motives  be- 
sides that  of  simply  teaching  the  children  how  Co  draw.  As  music 
and  literature  are  taught  to  awaken  a  love  for  the  best  in  these  arts, 
so  drawing  aims  to  cultivate  and  elevate  aesthetic  ideals.  To  that 
«nd,  as  well  as  for  purposes  of  health,  our  old  sohoolhouaea  are  be- 
ing put  into  better  repair;  our  new  ones  are  built  inorw  artistically 
and  the  walls  tinted  aud  hung  with  photographs  from  the  best 
paintings,  sculpture  and  architecture.  Tastes  acquired  in  child 
hood  are  not  easily  outgrown  For  that  reason  we  are  making  a 
study  of  pictures  and  artists,  one  at  a  time,  and  have  introduced  a 
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'Picture  Day'    now  and  then,  when  all  the  pictures  exhibited  are  to 
Illustrate  a  certain  subject. 

The  recent  manufacturing  of  cheap  but  good  colors  and  brus  hes, 
has  made  the  introduction  of  water  colors  possible  in  our  sohools. 
They  have  been  used  in  the  upper  primary  and  grammar  srrades 
with  good  results  ami  ;i  gi  <*at  deal  of  enjoy meut.  If  great  artists 
were  not  created,  an  interest  in  the  beau  ties  about  us  was  certainly 
awakeued.  In  the  grammar  grades,  two  months,  February  and 
March,  are  devoted  to  mechanical  drawing  and  the  more  practical 
working  drawings  are  ma  de. 

Drawing,   in    the    High  school  is  optional.     At  present  there  are 
but  twenty  pupils  in  tin-  class.  The  subjeots  taken  up  are  construct 
live  geometry,  projection    and    simple  machine  drawing,  out-door 
sketching,  practical  designing  and  water  colors.     The  pupils  ate  al 
lowed  a  choice  of  subjects    but  the  classes  are  obliged  to  alternate 
and  take   a   ona    hour    lesson  ouce  a  fortnight.     The  grammar  and 
upper  primaries  are  visited  once  each  week,  the  lessons  continuing 
from  forty-five  minutes  to  one  hour.    The  lower  Primaries  are  vis 
ited  once  in   two  weeks,  with  le*s>ons  during  the  intervening  time 
by  the    regular   teachers.    The  grading  of  the  schools  and  the  con 
sequent  decrease  in  the  number  or  pupils  in  a  single  room,  is  mak 
:n^   i  gratifying  difference  in  the  results  of  the  work.    The  interior 
of  our  school   buildings   is  satisfactory.    Few  teac liars  in  towns  of 
this  3ize  can  ooast  that  the  walls  of  ail    her  schoolrooms,  new  and 
old,  are  so   artistically  tinted.     My  thanks  are  due  the  teachers  for 
taeir    hearty  co-operation    and  to  the  committee  for  showing  their 
confidence  by  allowing  me  such  undisturbed  freedom.

TRUANT  OFFICERS'  REPORT, 

TO  THE  SECRETARY  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  been  called  upon  to  look  up  59  cases 
of  truancy.    Of  these,  twenty-two    have   been  visited  more  than 
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once.  A  few,  only,  were  found  who  are  confirmed  in  habits  of  tru- 
ancy. Probubly  as  long-  as  "man  is  born  in  sin"  there  will  be  tru- 
ants, but  the  number  will  be  greatly  lessened  if  parents  will  take 
T^.ore  interest  in  seeing  that  their  children  are  in  school.  The 
slightest  excuse  is  often  deemed  sufficient  by  the  parent,  who  is 
more  responsible  than  the  truant  himself.  With  our  increased 
school  population,  many  of  whom  have  so  little  idea  of  the  import 
ance  of  school  attendance  and  school  discipline,  it  is  a  matter  for 
congratulation  that  the  number  of  truants  is  smaller  even  than 
that  of  last  year.

SCHOOL  BUILDINGS. 

The  committee  on  Repairs  have  exceeded  the  appropriation  some 
what,  but  they  feel   that   they  were  justified  in  so  doing*  deeming 
the  health  of  the   pupils  of  greater  consequence  than  the  saving  ot 
a  few  dollars.  Diphtheria  had  prevailed  among  the  pupils  of  nearly 
ail  the  schools,  and,  as  a  precaution,  every  school-room  was  trior 
oughly  cleaned   and    renovated.    A  new  stair-case  has  been  put  in 
at  the  Payne  School  House,  m  compliance  with  the  State  Law.    In 
putting  in  this  stair-case  we  were  obliged  to  do  away  with  the  rec 
nation  rooms,  and  some  provision  now  must  be  made  for  the  accom 
modation  of  the  pupils  who  have  formerly  occupied   these  rooms 
Toe  committee   recommend   that  an  addition  be  constructed  upon 
the  eastern    ilde  of  the  Payne  School  Building,  25  feet  wide  by  80 
feet  in  length  and  12  feet  in  height    This  will  give  a  school-room 
of  sufficient  size  to  accommodate  50  pupils. 

The  committee  have  procured,  (without  extra  expense  to  the 
town)  a  plan  of  3aoh  an  addition,  which  they  are  prepared  to  sub- 
mit to  the  town  with  a  careful  estimate  of  its    cost.       The    double 
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desks  still  to  be  seen  in  this  building  may  be  interesting 
as  relic*  but  they  are  chiefly  valuable  as  a  stimulus  to  disorder. 
As  a  matter  of  both  economy  and  health,  the  furniture  should  he 
removed  and  plain,  substantial  single  saats  substituted.  This  is 
almost  the  only  building  in  town  which  still  retains  the  double 
desks  although  it  has  always  held  the  largest  number  of  pupils

Report  of  Water  Commissioners, 


To  the  Citizens  of  Ipswich  : 

We  have  the  honor  of  placing  before  you  the    Fourth   An 
nnal  Report  of  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners,    for     the 
year  ending  Jan.  1,  1898. 

The  previous  arrangement  of  the  financial    tables   is   con 
tinned  and  all  extensions  of  new  service   piping,    and   addi 
tions  to  the  original  plant   are   embraced    under  'Constrac- 
tnon  Account. 

The  receipts  from  sale  of  water  during  the  y&ar  1897 
have  been  $6,263.37,  exceeding  the  Commissioners'  esti 
mate  of  $6,250  by  $13.37,  which,  a/ter  taking  into  con- 
sideration the  number  of  services  that  have  been  sealed 
during  the  year  and  the  wet  weather  during  the  Summer 
months,  shows  a  very  gratifying  result, 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  Commissioners  voted  to 
change  some  of  the  rules  and  rates,  which  caused  some 
considerable  comment  by  some  of  the  takers.  This  was  not 
done  until  aiter  careful  consideration  by  the  Commissioner* 
and    in    their  judgement  was  for  the  best   interests    of  the 
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tax   payers.      They  have  not  had   a  fair  trial   of  the  same 
owing  to   the  small    use  of  the  hose  the  past  year  as  com 
pared  with  the  year  1896,  when    the   abuse    was   so   gr*a\ 
the  Commissioner*  felt  compelled  to  make  the  change. 


WATER    SUPPLY. 


There  has  been  an  abundant  supply  of  water  during  the 
year,  and  the  samples  submitted  each  month  to  the  State 
Board  of  Health  for  analysis  showed,  that  in  quality,  it  is 
in  every  way  satisfactory  tor  domestic  use. 

We  have  32  more  takers  than  a  year  ago,  and  new  houses 
And  larger  demands  arc  every  year  emphasizing  the  wise 
judgment  of  the  Citizens  in  voting  to  establish  a  water 
•j  stem .

FINANCIAL 


A  full  statement  in  detail  of  appropriations   and  expend! 
Mares  and  the  cost  of  the  works  to  date  is  appended  to   this 
report. 

The  receipts  For  sinking  fund  with  investments  of  same  is 
also  given. 

The  payments  made  during  the  past  year  on  construc- 
tion account  have  exceeded  the  estimate  made  by  the 
Commissioners  Land  Damage  Suits  have  been  settled  dur- 
ing the  year  requiring  an  expense  of  $876,25  this  with 
expenses  on  services  has  caused  an  expenditure  of  $1751.87 
It  was  estimated  that  the  balance  carried  from  1896, 
would  cover  all  requirements  for  services,  no  estimate  being 
made  for  the  Land  Damage  Suits  in  court.  These  damages 
were  settled  by  the  Commissioners  rather  than  put  the 
Town  to  extra  expense  of  a  jury  trial,  which  in  the  opinion 
of  the.  Commissioners  would  have  incurred  larger  expendi- 
ture, hence  while  the  amount  paid  to  settle  these  claims 
was  excessive,  the  award  coupled  with  the  expense  might 
have  been  much  larger, 

Owing  to  the  settlement  of  these  Land  Damage  Suits 
without  any  provisions  being  made  therefor,  causes  a  de 
ficit  for  the  year  of  $443.53.  To  cover  this  deficiency  in  con- 
struction, the  Commissioners  suggest  a  vote  be  passed 
authorizing  the  Town  Treasurer  to  borrow  on  Town  Notes, 
the  sum  of  SI  000. 00  until  such  time  as  these  notes  for  con- 
struction shall  amount  to  $3000.00,  then  bonds  can  be 
issued  to  cover  the  same. 

In  conclusion,   the   Board    of  Commissioners  estimate  re 
ceipts     tor     1898     to     be     $6500.00,    the    disbursements 
810,849.08    as    follows:    Sinking   Fund,  $1965.55  ;  Interest 
on    Bonds.    $5440.00;      Maintenance,    $2500.00;    Services, 
$500.00  ;  Deficiency,  $443.53. 
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They  recommend  appropriations  to  be  levied  by  taxation 
the  same  as  last  year.  126  00  per  Hydrant  for  fire  service, 
amounting  to  $2775.00  and  81000.00  for  Sinking  Fund 
purposes.  These  with  the  income  from  water  sales  and 
tbe  $1000.00  Town  Note,  will  enable  them  to  meet  all 
expenses  for  the  y<  ar  1898.

Gsxtlemek:— I  herewith  present  mj  report  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1897. 

The  water  at  the  Storage  Basra  stood  at  the  high  water 
lerel  until  August  1.  From  them  to  October  4  it  lowered  8 
inches;  from  October  4  to  October  25,  14  inches;  which  made 
22  incbeg  below  the  high  water  level. 

This  rapid  fall  in  October  is  accounted  for  by  a  bad  Wk  \p 
the  mala  pipe  which  was  not  located  until  October  12,  under 
IS&udd?  River,  The  lead  had  almost  entirely  blown  out  of  a 
joint,  canted  probably  by  the  settling  of  the  pipe.
